Three Defense Witnesses.

PEORIA, Ill, April 14. — Six 
men arrested in a farmhouse to- 
day were said to have’ cleared up 
the kidnaping of Dr. James W. 
cer. The police said some of 
the prisoners confessed, implicat- 
ing James W. Betson and Joseph 
H. Pursiful, who have been held-in 
jail for three weeks. 

The prisoners are Raymond 
Stoops, a farmer, his wife, Bessie; 
Dan Stoops, their son; \Orlo Stoops, 
bond salesman; Cecil Menninger, 
31 years old; a nephew of Betson; 
and Ed Woodford, a hired hand 
on the Stoops farm. | 

Dr. Parker, a prominent sur- 
geon, was kidnaped and held for 
18 days for ransom. He was re- 
leased April 1 near Peoria. It was 
said the $10,000 ransom demanded 
was not paid. The day before 
agents of Chicago’s “Secret Six” 
had seized Betson and Pursifull. 

Police said Mr. and Mrs. Stoops 
confessed that Dr. Parker was held 
in their home. 

Betson admitted acting as a g0o- 
between for the kidnapers and en- 
gaging Pursiful to deal with the 
Parker family fer him. Pursiful 
also confessed that much of the 
transaction. 

Sergt. Harry Trausch of the 
State Highway police and Detec- 
tives Charles Welty found the 
Stoops farm yesterday. Trausch 
had been investigating near Ban- 
ner, Ill., since the “‘secret six” left 
the case upon the return of Dr. 
Parker. 

Trausch and Welty found young 
Dean Stoops alone on the farm yes- 
terday. He said his parents were in 
Pekin. They tore a strip of wall 
paper out of an upstairs room and 
took it to Peoria. Dr. Parker iden- 
tified it as similar to the paper on 
the wall he sat facing for 18 days. 

The arrests followed today. Arlo, 
a brother of Raymond Stoops, was 
arrested in Bloomington, where he 
was visiting relatives. Woodford 
was with him. The hired hand left 
the Stoops farm two weeks ago. 

Police said Dean told them Men- 
ninger had been Dr. Parker's guard 
and that Arlo Stoops drove the kid- 
napers’ car. Menninger, when con- 
fronted with Dean, admitted the 
accusation, police said. 

Mrs. Stoops said neither she, her 
husband nor her son had anything 
to do with the plot. She alone was 
not booked, but all were held in 
jail here.

Amid the volume of communica- 
tions that could be disregarded im- 
mediately, there was one that bore 
the stamp of authenticity, a stamp 
apparent at once to Dr. Condon, al- 
though he had absolutely no khow!l- 
edge of what was contained in the 
first ransom nete, left on the win- 
dow-sill of the baby’s nursery. He 
was unfamiliar both with its con- 
tents and it sappearance. 
“Inclosed with the letter to Dr. 
Condon was one addressed to Col. 
Lindbergh himself. Condon was 
asked to carry the inclosed missive 
to Hopewell and to secure Col. 
Lindbergh's authorization for him 
to act as ‘go-between’: and to pay 
over the ransom money. 


8t he would proceed to Milan, 
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Lindbergh expressed interest, noted 
Dr. Condon’s telephone number, 
and said he would communicate 
with the teacher later.

On the 17th, a morning news- 
paper made inquiries about Dr. 
Condon’s activities in the case, this 
being the dirst indication that any 
paper but the Home News had 
traced the “Jafsie” advertisements 
to their author. Dr. Condon avoid- 
ed the report until Friday after- 
noon, when, with the _ reporter 
waiting, he left the house wearing 
a dress belonging to Mrs. Condon, 
and was escorted by Reich to the 
coupe waiting in front of the house. 
Reich took him to the bazaar 
building, where he discarded the 
dress. It was at this bazaar, next 
day, Saturday, the 19th, as alieady 
related, that the mysterious wom- 
an spoke with him, and arranged 
their meeting of four days later. 

Advertising, inclu: ‘ng the argu- 
mentative lines “Can I pay with- 
out seeing the goods?” continued 
for several days, while the kid- 
napers were unresponsive.

Louis Everding Slashes 

Wrist After Choking Mate 

and Beating Her on the 
Head. 


After choking his wife and 
knocking her down, Louis Ever- 
ding, 59 years old, a grocer, ended 
his life by slashing his wrist at his 


home, 4350A Chouteau avenue, last 


night. 


Mrs. Everding’s screams at 10:30 
o’clock attracted the attention of 
her brother, Fred Reimler, who 
wa: getting out of his automobile 
with his wife in front of their 
home, 4344A Chouteau avenue. 
Reimler, who summoned police, 
found Everding’s body on the 
kitchen floor, a butcher knife near 
at hand. The grocer had died of 
loss of blood from a severed artery. 

Mrs. Everding, who is 49 years 
old, was taken to St. John’s Hos- 
pital, where it was found she was 
suffering from scalp wounds and a 
skull injury. 

She related that she was stand- 
ing at the sink in her kitchen when 
her husband, without warning, 
seized her by the throat. She 
struggled, she said, and he struck 
her on the head with a blunt in- 
strument, which police think was 
the handle of the heavy butcher 
knife. She lost consciousness, she 
said, and, when she revived her 
husband was lying on the floor be- 
side her. She made her way to a 
window and called for help. 

A son, Lester Everding. turned 
over to police a note written on 
wrapping paper, which he said he 
found on a counter in his father’s 
store below the flat. The note read 
in part: “All records and what lit- 
tle money is Jeft put in the safety. 
You will find it after it is all over.” 

Everding had conducted a gro- 
cery at the Chouteau avehue ad- 
dress for about 20 years. Relatives 
declined to comment on his act.

Fire Follows—Others Re- 
ported Buried in State 
Office Building Under 
Construction. 


By the Associated Press, 

COLUMBUS, O., April 14. — 
Six men were killed, more thatn 
20 were in hospitals, and others 
are reported buried in debris as a 
result of an explosion in Ohio’s new 
$6,000,000 State office building late 
today. 

Assistant Safety Director Darrell 
Jones of the Columbus Police De- 
partment, said he thought that at 
least 30 men had been caught un- 
der the falling debris. 

Fire swept through the basement 
and lower floor of the struct ire, 


and firemen said there was :ittle 
hope for, any men trapped by ‘he 
debris. 

Estimates of the damage range 
up to $1,000,000. 

A large section of the west wall, 
35 feet high and 200 feet long, was 
blown out and the entire interior 
of the structure, which was in the 
last stages of construction, was 
damaged. , 

F. O. Everett of the Ohio Inspec- 
tion Bureau, advanced the theory 
that sewer gas, seeping into the 
building, had accumulated in the 
basement and in some  undeter- 
mined manner had been ignited. 
Among those reported missing 
are three Government building in- 
spectors, who were said to have 
been on the ninth floor at the cime 
of the explosion. 

The explosion blew blocks of 
marble into the yard of Central 
High School, 300 yards away. 

Firemen, while trying to quench 
the blaze and reach any who had 
been trapped by the debris, were 
hampered by the great crowds of 
spectators and the families of men 
who were working in the structure. 

There were 126 men working in 
the building or nearby at the time 
of the explosion. Many of these 
escaped.

ROOSEVELT WELCOMES 
EXPENDITURES INQUIRY 


“If There Is Anything to Inves- 
tigate, Let Them Go 
Ahead,” He Says. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON,» April 14.—The 
creation of a special. committee to 
investigate 1932 campaign expen- 
ditures was urged yesterday in the 
Senate by Senator Robinson (Rep.), 
Indiana, who gave as one of his 
reasons reports that $50,000. had 
been sent into Nebraska to carry 
the primary for Gov. Roosevelt. 

Gov. Roosevelt from Albany 
answered with the assertion “If 
there is anything to investigate, let 
them go ahead and investigate.” 
Robinson told the Senate that ac- 
cording to press reports Gov. Mur- 
ray of Oklahoma had charged that 
Arthur Mullen, Democratic Nation- 
al Committeeman from Nebraska, 
had taken $50,000 into the State’in 
behalf of Roosevelt's candidacy. 
This charge, he said, was “suffi- 
ciently grave to justify being 
brought to the attention of the 
Senate.” 

- Senator Thomas (Dem.), Okla- 
homa, informed the Senate that 
Gov. Murray had denied making 
that statement, while Senator Dill

Roosevelt supporter, said he had 
been advised by Roosevelt's cam- 
paign manager not.a cent had been 
sent into the State.

He ex- 
plained the next day he had not 
intended to convey that idea, hut 
realized later the audience had 
misunderstood him. “I intended to 
convey,” he said, “that Arthur 
Mullen of Omaha, Democratic Na- 
tional Committeeman, had $50,000 
for the Al Smith campaign ‘cur 
years ago, and I was wondering if 
he had the same amount for 
Roosevelt.” Mullen stated at the 
time that less than $200 had been 
spent in Nebraska for Roosevelt 
and that he had paid it personally. 


Denies Money Is Being Spent for 
~ Roosevelt in Iowa. 

DES MOINES, Ia., April 14.—J. 
S. Wolfe, Des Moines, one of the 
managers of the Roosevelt cam- 
paign, last night denied any money 
was being spent in Iowa in behalf 
of the New York Governor.

“To pay the bonus in new cur- 
re- cy would increase the purchas- 
ing power,of the public and stimu- 
late business,” he. said. “The 
amount required for 
would just about start us on the 
way back. 
“Issuing bonds fs like taking 
money out of one pocket and put- 
ting into another. . We should sub- 
stitute a circulating debt for a non- 
circulating debt.” 
Robert M. Harriss, New York 
cotton broker, said payment of the 
bonus would enhance values of all 
kinds.

WASHINGTON, April 14.—Eu- 
gene Meyer, Governor of the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board, told a House 
Committee today that the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation had 
advanced loans to 1319 banks.

“Our answer to this last blow of 
despair from the present system 
will not be a parade, but a sweep- 
ing finishing stroke,” he said. 

Protesting against the dissolution 
decree. which was signed by Presi- 
dent von Hindenburf, Hitler invit- 
ed his followers to increase their 
effort to agitate the Nazi cause 
during the Diet election: campaign. 

“as long as I live.” he said, “I 
belong to you and you belong to 
me: Long live the National Social- 
ist movement! Long live Ger- 
many!” 

Scores of National Socialist head- 
quarters were closed last night and 
hundreds of Nazis were arrested as 
policemen, carrying out the Gov- 
ernment order, seized forbidden 
uniforms and other materials. 
Minor disturbances resulted from 
the search and seizure of canteens 
at Stettin. The police, armed with 
clubs, patrolled the streets of 
Dermstadt to prevent disorders as 
the search proceeded. 

Nazi Headquarters Raided. 

Hitler’s national headquarters, 
the’“brown house” at Munich, was 
occupied by the officers, several 
persons were arrested there and 
equipment was confiscated. Twelve 
were arrested when 10 Nazi can- 
teens at Frankfort-am-Main were 
searched and sealed. Similar raids 
were made at Mayence, Stuttgart, 
Cologne: and Koenigsberg. Tear 
gas was used against the police at 
Hamburg. but no one was injured.

So thoroughly discredited during his two terms as 
Governor from 1920 to 1928 that his own party turned 
its back on him in the 1928 primary, Len Small’s vic- 
tory is explainable chiefly by the multiplicity of can- 
didates against him. He was not the choice of the 
majority of the Republican voters of the State. He 
was a minority choice. Hig minority, however, was 
an unusually active minority, composed in Chicago, 
for example, of the despicable following of Big Bill 
Thompson, The danger that such a sector of the Re 
publican party would force q minority nomination 
was apparent for several months, Illinois Republic 
ans, however, chose to do nothing about it, and now 
they find their State ticket headed by a man who 
was ordered by the State Supreme Court to repay 
te the State Treasury public money which, in the 
court’s opinion, was illegally’ withheld. 

Notable is the fact that the fight against prohibl- 
tion gained ground on all sides. Judge Horner, who 
has been a Probate Judge in Cook County for 18 
years, said in his campaign addresses that the results 
of the eighteenth amendment have been economic 
decline, loss of liberty and decay in the moral 
strength of the growing generation, Omer N, Custer, 
who had the support of the Emmerson organization, 
attempted to take the W. C. T, U. on board, thus de- 
stroying his chance to beat out Mr, Small. Congress- 
man-at-Large William H. Dieterich, one of the 145 
signers of the petition calling for a House vote on 
prohibition, was nominated by the Democrats for the 
seat now held by Senator Glenn. If there is any 


the election, it is not apparent. 

What is chiefly significant about the Illinois pri- 
mary is not the return of Len Small to the political 
limelight. That return may well be only temporary. The 
significant thing is the tremendous increase tn the 
number of persons voting the Demoeratic ticket. In 
1930, when Senator Lewis was nominated, the Deme- 
cratic poll set a record with 327,000 votes. Tuesday ap- 
proximately 800,000 voters called for the Democratic 
primary ballots. On the other hand, the Republican 
primary vote showed a decline of about 300,000 from 
the party primary poll in 1928. 

These latter figures are what will give political 
prognosticators chief concern, for they point unmis- 
takably to the direction in which the wind is blowing. 
Remarkable increases have been shown in Democratic 
primary voting in North Dakota and Wisconsin, and 
in Democratic registration in California. Ulinois con- 
firms the trend with figures that cannot be ignored. 
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A TYPICAL PARTISAN PERFORMANCE. 
The Republicans of Missouri, in their State conven- 
tion, gave a typical partisan performance. Every 
Republican official, with any claim for mention at 
all, was bombarded with leve and kisses. 
The prodigies Mr. Hyde, as Secretary of Agricul- 
ture, has performed for the farmer were narrated 
in epic words, and when Mr. Hyde himself, as 
eloquent a yeoman as ever plowed a furrow, got on 
the subject of Mr. Hoover—well, he took his audience 
down paths of asphodel stippled with roses. Gov. 
Caulfield was also in top-notch partisan form,-and all 
who listened, or read, learned from him that the Re- 
publican party, unaided and alone, had surveyed the 
routes and crushed the reck and mixed and laid the 
cement on the 7000 miles of our highway system. 
They even placed the crown of Aristotle on Senator 
Rescoe Patterson’s head, and did it without a snicker, 
to say nothing of a guffaw. When ft was necessary to 
look in the direction of the Democrats, they did so 
with as fine a brand of loathing, apprehension and 
anathema as the market affords. And when the 
Democrats were assembled here a couple of weeks 
ago, their exhibition was just as good as that the Re- 
publicans have just put on. »¢ 
~ So it will go, up and down and across the continent, 
each party parading itself in a panoply of superla- 
tives and flaying the other with scorn, derision and 
contumely. Somehow, some time, the curtain will 
fall on this farcical gesturing and bombast, but, in 
the meanwhile, be it recorded that the first, middle 
and last name of partisan politics is buneombe. 


TAX-EXEMPTS ARE HELD TAXABLE. 
The United States Supreme Court, by a six-to-three 
division, has sustained the constitutionality of Cali- 
fornia’s corporation franchise tax and, held valid a 
levy on the.Pacific Co. Ltd. for 1928 under that law. 
The Pacific Co. raised the point that the assess- 
ment had been made against income, part of which 
had been derived from improvement district bonds 
which were tax-exempt. 
The opinion, written by Justice Stone, holds that the 
California law “operates to measure the tax on the 
corporate franchise by the entire net income of the 
corporation, without any discrimination between in- 
come which is exempt and that which is not,” and 
that, therefore, “there is no infringement of consti- 
tutional. immunity” 
Justice Sutherland, in’ a dissenting opinion, in 
which Justices Vandeventer and Butler joined, char- 
acterized the levying. of a tax on tax-exempt bonds 
as “peculiarly indefensible.” He recited the fact that 
California had, “by express constitutional provision,” 
made these bonds “free and exempt from taxation,” 
and the Pacific Co. had bought these securities on 
that representation. He insisted that however impor- 
tant revenue is, states should keep their promises. 
There is apparently a confliction between the Gal- 
ifornia corporation franchise tax law and the special 
constitutional guaranty under which the bonds ta 
question were issued, and the majority opinion ob 
viously gives precedence to the tax law. The legal 
distinction is one on which the layman is not com- 
petent to pass. “It is common knowledge, however, 
that, under the sixteenth amendment to the Federal

| This reasoning possesses a seeming validity. What 
nullifies it is that the Government had neo business 
rushing to the aid of private eorperations with pub- 
lic funds, and to shell out more money to the vet- 
erans would only compound its original mistake.

Patman's plan by debasing the currency, an expedi- 
ent that would be justified only in an extreme 
emergency. 

Some 750,000 veterans, it is claimed, are out of 
work and badiy in need of money, But the sum 
total of our unemployed is in the neighberbood of 
8,000,000. Once the Government pays off the vet- 
erans, it cannot logically refuse to make cash grants 
to ether distressed elements in our population, and 
that would be the road to ruin, 

If Mr. Hoover's administration had net embarked 
on the policy of class assistance, first with the Farm

eoncurrent resolutions as a device by which a legis- 
lature may maroon the executive, so to speak, when 
framing a redistricting bill. 

But when Goy. Caulfield dismisses a congressional 
election at large as a “political inconvenience,” he is, 
we fear, under-estimating the experience.

It is enabled to make this 
attractive offer by virtue of the profits of its elee- 
tric plant. Incidentally, it lowered electric rates 10 
per cent last September and cut the sewer tax rate 
from 70 to 50 cents. 

‘Austin, Tex., ended doleful ’31 with a cash balance 
in its treasury. It, too, reduced electric rates suffi- 
ciently to yield its citizen eystomers the tidy saving 
of $55,000, and its fire insurance rates have: been 
lowered from 28 to 17 cents. ee 
So each community is operating a public utility sue 
cessfully, and their people are reaping the benefit 
substantially, and the bagie reason for their com: 
fortable condition in this period of distress, it may 
fairly be inferred, is the fact that they have thrown 
off the costly coils of partigan politics and are con- 
ducting their affairs on business principles.

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Cheaper Money and Bonus 


By Walter Lippmann. 


HE most powerful force behind the 
T rons agitation igs the desire for cheaper 

money, The matter was put very clearly 
by Father Coughlin of Detroit, when he 
appeared before the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee: 

“The payment ef the bonus would place 
two billion dollars in circulation. The money 
thus released would go to the grocers and 
those who have been rendering credit to 
the jobless veterans. It would go into chan- 
nels of trade and commerce and hajp re- 
vive business, : 

“But I am in hopes that the payment of 
this vast sum will produce a more far- 
reaching effect, that is, that it will compel 
us to revaluate the dollar to the approxi- 
mate level it attained in 1929.” 

The problem posed by Father Coughlin 
is the central problem of the whole crisis. 
Money has become too dear. A dollar will 
buy teo many goods. Prices have fallen 
too far. On this point there is virtually 
unanimous agreement by experts and prac- 
tical men throughoyt the world. Thus, for 
example, the Financial Committee of the 
League, on which sit financial authorities 
from all the principal countries, has just 
issued its report, in which it points out that 
the crux of the crisis is the fact that where- 
as in 1928 it took 100 units of commodities 
to pay a debt of 100 gold units, today it re- 
quires 170 units of commodities, It is ob- 
vious that this is an impossible burden upon 
producers and debtors, and that there must 
either be extensive default or the value 
of gold currencies must be reduced,

This is the fundamental reason for the 
great alarm produced throughout the world 
by the Thomas bonus bill. It is a plan te 
turn over the management of American 
money to fluctuating congressional majori- 
ties. New no one in his senses is willing 
to have the value of money altered when- 
ever. it pleases Congress to alter it. This 
is a power sq despotic that it is intolerable, 
The proposal strikes, therefore, at the heart 
of confidence by putting every man’s meney 
at the mercy of congressional lobbyists.

Because it strikes at the heart of confi- 
dence,.the bill would defeat the very pur- 
pose which Father Coughlin and Senator 
Thomas have in mind. For as fast as the 
Government could dish out printed dollars 
to yeterans, other people would hasten to 
change these dollars into gold or into some 
currency which was not subject to manipu- 
lation by blocs of voters. 

Such q.flight from the dollar would pro- 
duce runs 6h banks to call loans, which in 
turn would depress prices. Thus, instead of 
helping “to revive business”, the measure 
would prostrate it. 

Perhaps the most important lesson which 
mankind has learned in its painful experi- 
ence with money is that the power to man- 
age money must be confided to kings, .min- 
isters or legislatures. Fer governments, 
because they have to spend money, cannot 
be trusted with the power to manufacture 
it. That is the reason why in all ad- 
vanced countries the central banks of issue, 
that is, the institutions which control the 
volume of meney, are kept independent of 
the government. There is no other way 
in which an honest currency can be main- 
tained, 

For, although central banks, like the 
Bank of England or our Federal Reserve 
banks, are human and fallible, they have 
ne bills to pay and therefore they have no 
interest in manufacturing money for them- 
selves. That is why they can be trusted, 
not necessarily to be wise but at least te 
be horést, in managing the volume of 
money in the hands of the le,

Farmers’ Corporation Asks 
Hyde to Revoke 
change’s Designation as 

Contract Market. 


ers’ National Grain Corporation 
has called upon the Secretary of 
Agriculture to revoke cesignation 
of the Chicago Board of Trade as 
an authorized contract market. 
Complaint was made that the 
grain corporation's application for 
membership in the Board of Trade 
Clearing Corporation has been re- 
jected, ; | 
Charges made yesterday includ- 
ed a statement that attempts of 
the Chicago Board of Trade and 
the Board of Trade Clearing Cor- 
poration to deny trading privileges 
to the Farmers’ National Grain 
Corporation and its subsidiary, the 
Updike Grain Co., constituted vio- 
lation’ of the grain futures act. 
“If necessary, recourse will be 
had to the courts to stop discrimi- 
nation against co-operatives,” C. 
E. Huff, president of the Farmers’ 
National Grain Corporatior, said. 
The complaint was supplemental 
to one filed earlier in the week, 
and followed alleged attempts by 
the Board of Trade to disqualify 
the Updike Grain Co. of Chicago, 
a wholly-owned subsidiary of the 
Grain Corporation, from further 
operations on the board. The Up- 
dike company was purchased by 
the National Co-operative more 
than a year ago. A Board of 
Trade hearing on the Updike pur- 
chase had been set for Tuesday, 
but at the request of the Updike 
Grain Co. the hearing was post- 
poned until April 19, so that im- 
portant witnesses might be preg- 
ent, 

Basis of Complaint. 
The complaint contended that 
the rule of the Chicago Board of 
Trade, barring corporations from 
becoming members of the Clearing 
Corporation after April 2, 19298, 
was in violation of the grain fu- 
tures act, if applied to co-opera- 
tives. It was also alleged that to 
deny to the Updike comp-:hy 
clearing privilegea, thus compelling 
the Farmers’ National Corporation 
to transfer its open accounts, even 
for a short period, to a private 
commission trader, would be of 
“irreparable injury te agricultural 
producers who market their grain 
co-operatively.” 
“Purchase of the Updike grain 
company was in every way a legiti- 
mate and legal transaction,” Huff 
said. “Trading privileges in the 
Chicago market were necessary to 
the successful operation of the 
Farmers’ Nationa. Corporation, 
and it was not organized until 
Oct, 29, 1929. It obviously could 
not comply with the Board of 
Trade rule that enly corporations 
organized prior to April 2, 1929, 
could become members of the 
Clearing Corporation. Rather than 
iAvoke the great futures act, with 
the possibility of considérable de- 
lay at a time when delay would 
have been costly it purchased the 
Updike Grain Co, of Chicago, a 
going concern, already a member 
of the Clearing Ccrporation. 

May Appeal to Congress. 

“Application for direct member- 
ship in the Clearing Corporation is 
in line with Farmers’ National 
Grain Corporation's plan eventual- 
ly to conduct all its operations in 
its own name. It is prepared to 
adopt any measures found neces- 
sary to see to it that co-operative 
operations, for the benefit of grain 
producers, are not hampered or 
restricted by unfair discriminatory 
ctics.”’ 
Huff said further that if need 
be “the matter will undoubtedly 
be brought by the co-operatives di- 
rectly to the attention of Congress, 
with a request that corrective 
measures be incorporated into 
law.”’ 

Reply of Board Head. 
President Carey of the Board of 
Trade, denounced the Grain Cor- 
poration’s action as an example of 
“beaurocratic insincerity” and said 
he did not think the Farmers’ Na- 
tional Grain Corporation was a co- 
operative. 

“A co-operative, as I understand 
the legal definition of the term,” 
Carey said, “is a body which con- 
ducts at least 51 per cent of its busi- 
ness with preducers. The gross and

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HEARING ON BILL 
TO CHANGE DRY LAM 


Senate Committee Room Pack- 
ed With Woman Delegates 
to Convention. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, April 14.—Hear- 


ings on a number of bills to change 
the prohibition laws began today 
before an audience,’ mostly women, 
which packed one of the largest 
committee rooms in the Senate Of- 
fice Building. | 

Most of them were delegates at- 
tending the meeting here of the 
Women’s Organization for National 
Prohibition Reform. 

Chairman Blaine of the Judiciary 
Subcommittee said there were 80 
many bills and resolutions to be 
considered that the general sub- 


ject of prohibition would be dis- 
cussed. Those favoring a prohibi- 
tion change, he added, would be 
heard first and those favoring pro- 
hibition next. 

The first witness was Senator 
Bingham. (Rep.), Connecticut, who 
has introduced measures to legalize 
beer and for a state liquor control 
constitutional amendment. 

He said prohibitionists argued 
during the war the liquor issue was 
“not the temperance issue” but was 
needed as a war measure. 

“It is not the temperance issue 
now,” he said. 
issue to fight the depresison.” 

Bingham said the prohibition law 
had increased intoxication and that 
the amount -of drinking in “the 
smaller places” was alarming. 

He cited the number of arrests 
in Medford, Mass., for drunkenness 
as an example. In 1914, he said 
there were only 105 arrests for 
drunkenness, while in 1930 there 
were 419. 

Other cities he mentioned includ- 
ed Vicksburg, Miss., Little Rock, 
Ark., Oak Park, IJ1., Davenport. Ia., 
Minot, N. D., Denver, Idaho Falls, 
Idaho, Albuquerque, N. M., Ogden 
Falls. Utah, and Seattle. 

More Drinking in St. Louis. 

In St. Louis and other cities with 
great brewing interests, Bingham 
contended, prohibition had vastly 
increased drinking. ‘‘Nothing that 
I say. however,” he added. “nothing 
I can say will change the ardent 
drys—but the mgking of alcohol 
in any kitchen is easy.” 

He urged turning the “whole 
question back to the _ states” and 
added that financia] experts esti- 
mated that if the tax on liquor had 
increased in proportion to tobacco 
taxes it would yield $1,280,000,000 
a year.
